There is absolutely no 
malaria and no sickness.“ The breezes 
and frosts of Northern Florida are un- 
known at Myers. The tenderest tropi- 
eal fruit prospers there, and invalids 
ditto. Ninety degrees is the hottest 
the deponent has seen, and the average 
temperature is 78. He scouts the idea 
that it is hot in the summer in Florida; 
and claims that in weight and flavor Flori- 
da oranges beat the world. The orange, 
lemon, lime, grape-fruit, shaddock, 
citron, banana, pineapple, mango, 
guava, sappadillo, sugar-apple, tama- 
rind, alligator-pear, pawpaw, plantain, 
cocoanut, fig. peach, apricot, nectarine, 
cherry, apple, grape, plum and sundry 
other fruits do well at Myers. And 
there is money in it. A grove of 4 
acres, known as the Spear grove, nett- 
the owner last season $10,600—§2,350 
per acre net. There are many groves 
in Florida that have done as well: this 
is but one case in hundreds. An 
orange grove may be depended upon 
to, at the age of 5 years, produce $250 
per acre; at 6 years, $500; and from 
7 years on, $1,000 to $3,000 an acre. 
By planting budded trees, fruit can be 
had in 2 years. Myers is now excited 
over pineapple culture, suckers from 
the mature fruit or main stock being 
planted. ‘‘With each pineapple picked 
can be gathered an average of five 
shoots that will bear in 2 years.’ 
10,000 pineapples are generally set to 
the acre, wich at 10 cents cach makes 
31000. They may be depended on to 
yield this amount. When one acre of. 
* will yield as much net profit 
75 acres of wheat in the north, it 
2 worth considering. There is als0 
a boom in cocoanuts, 200 trees being 
planted to the acre. One patch 
of 10,000 has just been set out at Myers, 
and another of 60,000 will soon follow, 
while north of town is one of 100, 000 
trees. They bear in four to eight 
years from the seed, and at twelve years 
will produce one nut for every day in 
the year. Nuts are worth three cents 
each, which is equal to $2000 per acre. 
The average weight is ten pounds; 
they ripen at all seasons, and will*keep 
a year. Lemons bear there in three 
years, and limes in two, and both are 
profitable as oranges. “The banana 
yields a profit of $1500 per acre, and 
requires no attention at all, maturing 
in fifteen to eighteen months. The 
guava will bear abundantly in two 
years. Garden vegetables, for the 
early Northern market, pay also. The 
past season our strawberries brought 
two dollars per quart in January and 
February.” In seven years the steam- 
ers on the St. John’s river have in- 
creased from three to seventy, and still 
there aren’t enough for the carrying 
trade. The number of railroads 
has grown from two to twelve, 
and more are building. A 
shell boulevard between rows of cocoa- 
nut palms is being built from Myers to 
the coast, 20 miles. ‘‘This will be the 
finest drive in the United States, with- 
out an exception.“ Myers has good 
society and good schools. Homesteads 
may yet be taken up. I met a man at 
Astor, on the St. John’s river, who had 
just paid 83000 per acre for an orange 
grove six years old, 30 acres. An en- 
terprising Yankee has laid out a town 
in Orange county and wants $1000 per 
acre for unimproved land. The original 
**eorn-cracker’’ natives are nearly gone. 
They generally live several miles from 
anybody, do their plowing with a 
crooked stick, have a cow fora team, 
raise one acre of corn and one-fourth 
acre of sugar, and have a few pointer 
hogs running wild in the woods.“ 
They can’t stand civilization, and move 
back into the woods from its advance. 
Some desirable locations for groves 
can still be had near Myers at $5 to 
$25 per acre; and the Henry Disston 
Co. has lands two ‘miles from town at

It is not fuir to censure Mr. Hazard 
for his course in this affair, for that bill 
which he has introduced received the 
approval of the entire Board of Super- 
visors. I formulated it, and the theory 
upon which I acted was this: If the 
business to be discharged by the officers 
of this county is so extensive that it 
cannot be properly performed under the 
salaries allowed, then the Supervisors 
should be permitted, in their discre- 
tion, to employ and pay such assistants 
as may be necessary for the due dis- 
charge of the work demanded. The 
salaries of the pregent incumbents can- 
not of course be increased. 

It may be said that our officers were 
elected with full knowledge of the em- 
barrassments which I have suggested. 
A conclusive reply is that the public is 
interested, and if there is not sufficient 
salary allowed to permit the proper sat- 
isfaction of obligations demanded, a 
remedy should be found or the public 
will suffer. 

The Hazard bill merely authorizes 
the Board of Supervisors to assist any 
officer whose duties are so onerous that 
they cannot be discharged satisfactorily 
un xisting laws. The Supervisors 
are elected by the people and ought to 
be more competent to legislate upon 
local issues than any other body.
